Inventive step: 

A positioning member of the calibration tool is arranged to touch a slitting edge of the 
blade and is attached to the same guide with the blade to be calibrated. 

Problem to be solved / Advantage of the invention: 

Increased accuracy In detenmining the position of the slitting edge of the blade.
